3. Respect for the right of all 
peoples to choose their own form 
of government; restoration of sov- 
ereign rights and self-government” 
to those “forcibly deprived of 
them.” 

4. Endeavor, “with due respect 
for existing obligations,” to pro- 
mote a better distribution of raw 
materials and trade to all states, 
“great or small, victor or van- 
quished.” 

5. Full collaboration among na- 
tions in the economic field in order 
to improve labor standards and so- 
cial security. 

6. “After the final destruction 
of the Nazi tyranny,” a peace es- 
tablished to assure all men “free- 
dom from fear and want.” 

7. Freedom of the seas for all 
nations. 

8. Abandonment of the use of 
force and disarmament of nations 
“which threaten, or may threaten, 
aggression outside of their fron- 
tiers” pending establishment of “a 
wider and permanent system of 
general security.”

Nothing on Boundaries. 

Nor was anything specific con- 
cerning a multitude of postwar 
problems, such as the Russian- 
Polish boundaries, dealt with in 
the general declarations except for 
the reference to the principles of 
the Atlantic Chater and the desire 
to recruit a world wide “family of 
democratic nations.” 

The statement on Iran spoke of 
postwar “conferences of interna- 
tional agencies” to deal with all 
economic matters. 

The “surrender or die” ulti- 
matum, which some had expected, 
was not forthcoming. Instead, the 
“big three” calmly and confidently 
told Germany they were going to 
crush its armed forces in a three- 
sided assault and multiply the dev- 
astating air raids on its home soil. 

Notables at Conference. 

Surrounded by the most extraor- 
dinary security measures in his- 
tory, the gray-mustached, Calm, 
impassive Stalin was flanked only 
by Molotov and Marshal Klem- 
enti E. Voroshilov. 

Obviously pleased and gratified, 
Roosevelt and Churchill were en- 
circled by their staffs of approxi- 
mately 60 each, headed by Gen. 
George C. Marshall, chief of staff 
of the United States Army; Gen. 
Henry H. Arnold, United States 
Army air chief; Lt. Gen. Brehon 
B. Somervell, chief of United 
States Army Service Forces; Adm. 
Ernest J. King, commander-in- 
chief of the United States fleet 
and chief of naval operations; 
Adm. William D. Leahy, President 
Roosevelt's chief of staff; Harry 
lL. Hopkins; W. Averell Harriman, 
United States Ambassador to Rus- 
sia; John G. Winant, United States

Nearly every significant feature 
of the meeting and its personal- 
ities were photographed. But to 
e the most outstanding and 
graphically colorful ceremonies of 
all were those held today in the 
Russian Embassay shortly before 
the termination of the conference. 
Gathered there was the greatest 
concentration of global power ever 
assembled under the same roof. 
First came the solemn, impres- 
sive presentation of a Stalingrad 
sword to Stalin, 
The sparkling crimson sheathed 
sword lay across a table made es- 
pecially for the occasion and 
placed in the center of a 50 by 75 
foot room used for all the con- 
ferences. 
The Stalingrad sword was 
wrought in London by Tom Beas- 
ley, a veteran artisan who has 
made all the ceremonial swords 
in Britain for several] decades, It 
was inscribed to the Soviet heroes 
who defended the city. 
The domed, sky-lighted room 
carried a bluish-gray color scheme 
with four draped windows on the 
south side and the opposite wall 
broken by two big fire places, . 

Start of the emony. 
In filed 16 British soldiers, spe- 
cially chosen from the buff regi- 
ment, who lined up in front of the 
fireplaces. They were followed by 
an honor guard of 22 Russian of- 
ficers, who marched and took their 
places in a double line before the 
windows.

Speaking first to a large body 
of men after an inspection, the 
President said:

“Tf you had said to me or I had 
said to you three years ago that 
we would meet in Iran today, we 
would have probably said that we 
were completely crazy. 

“I got here four days ago to meet 
with the Marshal.of Soviet Russia 
and the Prime Minister of England 
to try to do two things. 

“The first was to lay military 
plans for co-operation between the 
three nations looking toward the 
winning of the war just as fast as 
we possibly can, and I think we 
have made progress toward that 
end. The other purpose was to talk 
over world conditions after the 
war, to try to plan for a world for 
us and for our children when war 
would cease to be a necessity. 

“We have made great progress 
in that, also, but of course the 
first thing is to win the war and 
I want to tell you that you, all of 
you individually and collectively, 
are part of that purpose, 

Praises Their Work. 

“Ali of you who are here today 
and all of you who are farther 
south in Iran can always remem- 
ber that you have taken a very 
necessary and a very useful part 
in winning the war. 

“When I woke up this morning 
in this camp and looked out I said 
to myself: ‘I am back in Arizona 
or New Mexico.’

TESTS SHOW NEW JAP ARMS

Japanese rifle and light machine 
gun show they are inaccurate at 
long range, 

Tests conducted with captured 
weapons, the Army said, prove 
that the new Japanese rifle, a 
manually operated  bolt-action 
weapon with an increased bore of 
303 caliber, is inaccurate at a 
range of more than 350 yards. 

The Japanese light machine gun 
can fire 30 rounds in three sec-

Gov. Forrest C. Donnell, who was 
asked by the Sthte grand jury 
which. adjourned last Friday to 
conduct an independent inquiry, to 
determine whether failure to act 
against gambling machines war- 
ranted ouster of Edwin E. Huff- 
mean as President of the Police 
Board, announced today he would 
summon the Police Board and the 
Circuit Attorney to a conference 
at Jefferson City tomorrow night. 

The Governor, making this an- 
nouncement at a special press con- 
ference, indicated he would tele- 
phone Huffman; his fellow Police 
~Commissioners, Thomas F, Mul- 
doon and Louis Shifrin; Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann, ex-officio 
member, who rarely attends 
meetinga of the Police Board, and 
Circuit Attorney Thomas C. Hen- 
nings Jr. He would net define the 
scope of the conference or com- 
ment on the report, in which the 
grand jury, denouncing Huffman 
in blistering terms, virtually de- 
manded Huffman’s ouster. 

Informed of the Governor's an- 
nouncement, Huffman said, “I cer- 
tainly will go, if the Governor in- 
vites me.” Asked if he thought 
the conference would. deal with 
his role in the gambling investi- 
gation, he said, “I can make no 
prophecies.” 

Mayor Kaufmann announced he 
would be unable to attend the con- 
ference, having already made plans 
to go to Fort Smith, Ar., to inspect 
new sources of smokeless coal for 
St. Louis. 

New Grand Jury. 

- This development came as Cir- 
cuit Judge James E. McLaughlin 
impaneled a new State grand jury 
today, with instructions to con- 
tinue the investigation of slot ma- 
chine operations and other forms 
of gambling launched by the last 
grand jury. 

Judge McLaughlin told the new 
grand jury its predecessor, which 
had spent a month investigating 
the gambling situation in St. Louis, 
“could not possibly finish so large 
a task in such a short time.” He 
suggested the new grand jury take 
up phases of the investigation on 
which the Circuit Attorney had ac- 
cumulated evidence, but made it 
clear the new body was in no way 
limited as to scope and was free to 
“conduct a complete and independ- 
ent investigation. 

The Police Board has ordered 
establishment of a special police 
bureau to combat gambling. 

Capt. Elias Hoagland, comman- 
der of the Page Boulevard Dis- 
trict, one of three police districts 
in which no federally licensed 
gambling machines operated, has 
been selected to head the new 
bureau, working under Chief of 
Police James J. Mitchell. 

Hoagland conferred with Chief 


Mitchell yesterday regarding pro-| 
cedure and personnel of the new | 


gambling bureau. It is understood 
that the bureau will not become 
operative unti] after plans for its 
organization have been submitted 
to the Police Board for approval 
at the board’s weekly meeting 
next Friday. 

Although Hoagland, in his new 
Capacity as head of the gambling 
bureau, will be responsible to the 
Police Chief, he will make weekly 
reports to the Police Board, it 
was learned,a fact which indi- 
cated that the Police Commission- 
ers intend to keep a close check 
on activities against slot machines 
and other forms of gambling. 

Chief Mitchell declined to say 
whether the gambling bureau 
would adopt a new policy aimed 
at more effective methods of ob- 
taining evidence for presentation 
in court. Police Court 
have pointed out that many gam- 
bling cases of various kinds have 
been backed up by insufficient 
evidence, so that convictions have 
been infrequent. 

In cases where police have had 
good reason to believe that gam- 
bling was going on but they could 
not obtain evidence thg@t would 
stand up in court, they have pur- 
fued a policy of harassment. For 
example, in raids on handbooks, it 
has been the policy to arrest all 
persons in the establishments, al- 
though charges were preferred only 
against the owner or the clerk, cus- 
tomers being held for several hours 
and then released after signing 
statements.

CHILLY OWEN NOT: 
FLIGIBLE TO VOTE. 
HIGH COURT HOLDS 


Disqualified by Federal 
Felony Conviction in 
Tax Case — Sartorius’ 
Ruling Reversed.

| JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 6.—The 
‘Missouri Supreme Court en banc 
'today decided that a person con- 
victed of a felony in Federal Court 
is disqualified from voting under 
'Missouri law. It reversed a deci- 
‘sion of Circuit Judge Eugene J. 
| Sartorius of St. Louis, who ‘had 
lheld that Clarence L. (Gully) 
‘Owen, racing news distributor, was 
a qualified voter, in spite of the 
fact that he pleaded guilty in Fed- 
eral Court of income tax evasion, 
and paid $2000 fine. 

| The court also quashed another 
| Tuling of Judge Sartorius, who in 
|'August, 1942, reinstated as a prac- 


} 


'ticing attorney Alvin F,. Hackman, 
'who in June, 1941, had been sus- 
pended from practice for two years. 
| Judge Sartorius took this action 
|without hearing the protest of the 
‘Bar Committee of the Eighth Ju- 
|dicial Circuit, and without taking 
‘testimony. The Supreme Court’s 
decision does not affect Hackman’s 
present status, since the period of 
his suspension has expired. 

“We rule,” the Court said in the 
Gully Owen decision, written by 
Judge Laurance M. Hyae, “that 
anyone convicted of felony under 
United States laws is excluded 
from the right of voting in this 
‘state.’ Judge Sartorius had up- 
‘held the plea of Owen’s counsel 
[that the statute excluding persons 
‘convicted of a felony from 
voting rights applied only to those 
‘convicted under state laws. 

A similar question as to the 
right of Owen's former partner, 
Paul (Beverly) Brown, to vote, is 
apparently decided against Brown 
by the Supreme Court’s action. 
‘Brown was fined $1000 in Federal 
‘Court on a tax evasion charge, 
and the Election Board ordered his 
name stricken from the voting 
list. Owen’s case was taken to the 
Supreme Court by the Election 
Board, in a motion for a writ of 
certiorari. 
| Judges James M. Douglas, E. 8. 
|Gantt, and E. M. Tipton concurred 
‘in Judge Hyde’s opinion; Judges 
George Robb Ellison, C. A. Leedy 
Jr. and A. M. Clark’concurred in 
the result only.

U. S. Naval and R, A. F. 
Coastal Planes Attack 
Wolf Packs in Atlantic 
—QOne Liberator Lost.

LONDON, Dec. 6 (AP).—Six 
German submarines were destroyed 
in the Atlantic in eight days by 
United States naval and R.A.F. 
coastal command planes smashing 
a renewed outbreak of U-boat war- 
fare, the Air Ministry announced 
yesterday, 

In all, 15 attacks were made on 
Nazi U-boat wolf packs seeking 


to attack three Atlantic convoys 
recently, a communique disclosed, 
and one R.A. F. Liberator was lost. 

The convoys were brought safe- 
ly to port, and so intense was the 
battle against two large U-boat 
packs that not a single torpedo 
was fired against the merchant- 
men, 

Only bad weather saved the 
U-boats from further losses, the 
Air Ministry said. 

Three of the submarines fell vic- 
tim on the sixth day, all being 
sent down by Liberators’ depth- 
bombs. 

+ Wreckage and Bodies Sighted, 

In each of the six confirmed 
sinkings, wreckage and _ bodies 
were seen afterward on the aur- 
face, and a total of 80 to 90 sur- 
vivors were seen following some 
of the successful attacks. Results 
were not observed in the other 
nine attacks. 

On the first of the eight days, 
the communique said, three sub- 
marines were attacked by planes 
from Iceland escorting two con- 
No U-boats were seen near 
the convoys themselves, but they 
were found by aircraft sweeping 
the approaches, 

On the second day, Hudsons and 
Venturas of the American Navy 
swept the neighborhood near the 
convoys, and a Hudson made one 
attack, with unobservable results. 
Later a Ventura straddled a sur- 
faced U-boat with depth charges, 
and it sank by the bows, with 30 
Survivors left in the water. That 
was the first confirmed sinking. 

A Liberator on the same day 
exploded depth charges under an- 
other U-boat, and it went down 
stern first, leaving 20 to 25 crew- 
men afloat. Another Liberator, led 
by Wing Commander R. M. Long- 
more, signalled that it was attack- 
ing a submarine, but no further 
word ever was heard from the 
plane. 

Hudson bombers ended the sec- 
ond day with another attack near 
nightfall, but results were not seen. 

A Hudson bagged the third sub- 
marine on the third day, leaving a 
patch of oil, debris and bodies. 

“Later a third convoy was threat- 
ened by a concentration of U- 
boats,” the communique said, “and 
on the sixth day a Liberator at- 
tacked a surfaced U-boat near this 
convoy. An hour afterward the 
Liberator renewed the attack on 
the U-boat, which had re-surfaced. 
The submarine went down stern 
first, leaving wreckage and bodies 
in the water.” 


Fifth U-Boat Destroyed. 

Four Liberators joined in the 
fifth kill, made that same day. 
One sighted a submarine, and an- 
other attacked, but -the U-boat 
crash-dived, Later this second 
Liberator, joining a third, attacked 
with depth charges and the sub- 
marine crew ran on deck, inflating 
dinghies, The U-boat was de- 
stroyed. Fifteen to 20 survivors 
took to the dinghies. 

A Sunderland of the R. C. A. F. 
squadron of the coastal command 
bagged the sixth U-boat later in 
the day, and estimated there were 
15 survitors. From then on there 
were no further incidents. 

Flying Officer A. H. Russell of 
Edmonton, flying this Sunderland, 
bored through rain and fog and 
into the teeth of heavy fire from 
the U-boats conning tower and 
deck guns. His depth charges 
blew the conning tower several feet 
into the air. Russell flew back 
again, dropping flame floats to 
mark the survivors for rescue 
craft.

Troops in Italy Heard of 
His Plane Landing at 
Morocco Within 24 


Hours.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Dec. 6 (AP).—Within 24 
hours after President Roosevelt 
arrived in this war theater en 
route to the Cairo and Teheran 
conferences the gossip grapevine 
carried the news to soldiers fight- 
ing in Italy hundreds of miles 
away. 

The President and his party ar- 
rived at a busy Mediterranean city. 
(The President disclosed at Tehe- 
ran that he landed in Morocco). 
Roosevelt was met by high Army 
officers, Although thousands of 
soldiers and Frenchmen swarmed 


over the city, not more than half 
a dozen saw the President as he 
sped by car through the town. He 
took off from an airport which 
was the scene of bitter fighting 
during the original landings a year 
ago. 

Those who did get a quick 
glimpse as the car sped by did not 
believe their eyes, as the Presi- 
dent's arrival was wholly unex- 
pected. 

Although the big four-motored 
presidantial plane was tucked away 
in one corner of the field, several 
flyers saw Roosevelt and the news 
began to spread. 

The President flew to an airfield 
where he was greeted by his son 
Elliott, om duty with an air recon- 
naissance unit in this theater, and 
his son-in-law, Maj. John Boet- 
tiger, now attached to the Fifth 
Army. Then he made a quick 
sightseeing tour with Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and Lt. Gen. Carl 
Spaatz, commander-in-chief of 
United States Army Air Forces in 
the European theater. ; 

On the airfield scores of Army 
transport pilots saw the presiden- 
tial party. They were first attract- 
ed by the large number of fighter 
planes which accompanied the 
presidental plane. These transport 
pilots, who fly to every point in 
the theater, carriéd the news that 
the. President was in Africa. In 
Italy truck and ambulance drivers 
passed it on to the most advance 
points. 

The Pregident spent the night 
with Eisenhower, discussing the 
military situation with him and 
Gen. George C. Marshall, chief of 
staff.

SIGNAL FOR UNITED ACTION 
AGAINST NAZIS, HULL SAYS 


Congress Comment Largely Favorable on 
Roosevelt-Churchill-Stalin Statement 
of Allied War Aijinis. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP).— 
Secretary of State Hull, whose trip 
to Moscow paved the way for the 


epochal tri-power Teheran confer- 


ence, hailed the Roosevelt-Church- 
ill-Stalin joint statement of Allied 
war aims today as the signal for 
concerted action against Germany. 

The text of Hull’s statement: 

“The conferences of the chiefs 
of government at Cairo and Tehe- 
ran have naturally attracted keen 
and universal attention because of 
the widespread importance and 
significance of the discussions and 
decisions. 

“At both of these conferences 
military plans were concerted for 
the. destruction of Axis forces on 
all fronts. 

“It should be welcome news to 
all the United Nations that in the 
European theater complete agree- 
ment has been reached ‘as to the 
scope and timing of the operations 
to be undertaken from the east, 
west and south.’ These concerted 
plans will undowbtedly result in 
making effective to the fullest ex- 
tent the fighting strength of all 
the United Nations. 

“The meetings of the chiefs of 
state have further cemented the 
friendship and co-operation be- 
tween our respective countries and 
assure their fullest possible col- 
laboration.” 

Similar Views in Congress. 


Similar expressions came from 
the halls of Congress as Washing- 
ton, London and Moscow made 
public the official version of the 
conference. 

Senator Gillette (Dem.), Iowa, 
observed, however, that the state- 
ment on postwar co-operation to 
keep the peace “could have been 
somewhat more specific.” 

Commenting legislators agreed 
generally that the meeting of the 
chiefs of state alone was a mighty 
step forward for the United Na- 
tions. 

Senator White of Maine, the act- 
ing Republican leader, interpreted 
the results of the conference as 
indicating that great progress is 
being made toward concerted ac- 
tion by the United Nations, after, 
as well as during the war. 

An end to the debate about a 
second front was envisioned by 
Senator Austin (Rep.), Vermont, 
who declared: 

“The fact that the operating war 
plans against German forces have 
been agreed upon to the extent 
of the scope and timing ought to 
cease the debate about a second 
front and further synchronize Al- 
lied action.”

Knox Predicts Some of 
Heaviest Naval Fight- 
ing of War Next Year 
—Allies Ready. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP).— 
The Army Air Forces, now num- 
bering more men than all United 
States branches were able to move 
into Europe in the first World 
War, have destroyed or damaged 
13,500 enemy planes since the 
Pearl Harbor attack two years ago. 

Swelled to 2,300,000 men, the air 
arm has flown more than 225,000 
individual plane flights, fired 41 
'million rounds of ammunition and 
/used two billion gallons of gasoline 
in that time. 

Gen. H. H. Arnold disclosed the 
magnitude of the air operations in 
an article written for the Army 
and Navy Journal issue dedicated 
to the second anniversary of Pearl 
Harbor and he summed up the ac- 
complishments with the assertion: 

“Today :‘n every theater of com- 
bat the enemy is reeling from un- 
ceasing pressure. Target after tar- 
get is being demolished. The of- 
fensive will continue to mount 
until the Axis has neither the will 
nor the ability to resist.” 

Navy Secretary Knox, contribut- 
ing to the same issue, forecast 
some of the heaviest naval fighting 
of the war next year. 

“It is believed that 1944 will find 
the United States naval service 
sailing into a number of ports of 
call on the long road to total vic- 
tory,” Knox said. 

The year 1944, Knox said, “might 
well produce some of the heaviest 
naval fighting this war has yet 
seen,” adding that “many major 
elements of the Jap fleet have not 
yet seen action.” 

Knox said Allied naval successes 
in 1943 resulted in defeat of the 
German. U-boat campaign in the 
Atlantic, destruction of one-third 
of Japan’s surface fleet and ac- 
complishment of the greatest war- 
ship building program in history 
by American industry. 

Knox declared that the United 
Nations naval forces now are 
ready to strike at Japan from 
Pearl Harbor, the Solomons-New 
Guinea area, the Aleutians, Burma- 
India, China and the Netherlands 
East Indies.

Gen, Clark’s Fifth Army punched 
on through similar formidable de- 


fenses. 

Allied headquarters said the 
Nazis had thrown nine divisions, 
100,000 to 136,000 men, into the 
defense of the line they had hoped 
to hold through the winter months. 

Although no mention was made 
of forces the Germans may be 
holding in reserve nearer Rome, 
it is known that Nazi forces have 
been pulled southward from Field 
Marshal Erwin Rommel’s pool in 
the north. 

Reinforcements also have 
reached Italy for the Allied of- 
fensive, a belated dispatch from an 
Allied-held port disclosed yester- 
day, It said that Canadian tank- 
men and motorized troops had ar- 
rived after an uneventful crossing. 

Massing of Supplies, — 

A delayed dispatch from Associ- 
ated Press Correspondent Don 
Whitehead told how the 
Army prepared for its offensive 
during the three weeks of steady 
rains that preceded the drive and 
halted the assault on the enemy’s 
strong defenses. 

He said that while the majority 
of Clark’s men rested from moun- 
tain climbing, the Fifth Army 
slowly drew up guns, ammunition 
and supplies over roads which 
were almost impassable at times. 
When trucks and jeeps could go 
no farther, mule trains carried 
supplies into the mountains. When 
animals could no longer scale the 
steep slopes, supplies were hauled 
up by Doughboys clawing their 
way up the mountains on foot. 

\ The task that lay ahead was to 
break open the road to Rome— 
Highway No. 6, which curvés be- 
neath towering mountains through 
Mignano and on to Cassino, lying 
beneath a mountain on which St. 
Benedict built a monastery and 
founded his ancient order. 

Nazis Held Vantage Points. 

From observation posts on Cami- 
no and Maggiore the Germans 
looked down on Mignano and the 
Cassino road. From these vantage 
points, too, they could see every 
move made by the Allied troops in 
the valley south of Mignano. 

Before the British and American 
troops and armor could move on 
Cassino it was necessary to con- 
trol the heights west and east of 
the valley. 

So the Fifth Army trained its 
“Long Toms,” 155-millimeter How- 
itzers, and 105s on Monte Camino 
and Monte Maggiore. More than 
800 guns were wheeled up for the 
artillery assault while the Dough- 
boys and Tommies got set. 

Then the British advanced on 
Camino Wednesday night, But the 
enemy held strongly to the heights. 
Then, on Friday, the troops fought 
their way up Camino while the 
Doughboys on their right stormed 
Maggiore’s heights. 

But before the infantry left their 
foxholes for that dawn attack, 
artillery crashed out in a tremen- 
dows symphony of death and de 
struction. The artillery of one 
American division alone hurled 250 
shells for each of its 200 guns, and 
that was only a 24-hour supply. 


ITALIAN THREAT 
BEHIND NAZI LINES 


BARCELONA, Spain, Dec. 6 
(AP).—German forceg retreating 
before Gen. Sir Bernard lL. Mont- 
gomery’s Eighth Army’s drive up 
the Adriatic. coast face a rear 
threat from an Italian army esti- 
mated at 50,000 strong gathered in 
the mountains of Abruzzi. 

This army of Premier Pietro 
Badoglio, which retired into the 
Gran Sasso and Morrone moun- 
tains just south of the Pescara 
valley, has been’ steadily rein- 
forced during the past month by 
youths escaping from German- 
controlled areas of Italy. 

An Argentine citizen who ar 
rived here from Italy only last 
week said some estimates place 
the Abruzzi mountain forces at 
100,000, of whom about 50,000 are 
armed, and said they were prepar- 
ing for action against the Nazi 
rear guard. 

20,000 Italian Regulars. 

According to reports from the 
border and this neutral informant, 
the force includes at least 20,000 
soldiers who were in Italy’s regu- 
lar army prior to the armistice. 

They have been living on re- 
duced rations and have been con- 
serving their ammunition for just 
such an opportunity to strike at 
the Germans as is now presented 
by the Eighth Army's Sangro Riv- 
er break-through, 

Most of the newcomers, either 
former soldiers or youths escaping 
the German and Fascist mobiliza- 
tion since the armistice, brought 
their own guns, or have been 
armed from stores controlled by 
regular army units, 

Some reports say the Italian 
forces have already made guerril- 
la-type stabs at the retreating 
Germans, and to have cut the 
trans-peninsular Rome-Pescara 
railroad, which is now the Ger- 
mans’ only east-west line south of 
Ancona, 

The Argentine, who asked that 
his name be withheld because of 
possible reprisals against members 
of his family stiJl in Italy, said the 
Nazis in Central Italy, particularly 
the Rome area, are now “acting 
as if they are on the eve of a 
hurried departure from the midst 
of a people they hate and who 
hate them.” ' 

Payment by Badoglio Promised. 

He said that when the Germans 
seize goods belonging to Italian 
citizens they hand out slips of 
paper falsely promising, “Pagara 
Badoglio,"—Badoglio will pay. 

“A squad of Germans under the 
command of a Lieutenant walked 
into the largest store in Tivoli and 
in my presence ordered the clerks 
to pile their truck full of rationed 
foodstuff and many huxury foods,” 
the Argentine said. 

“They gave the excited proprie- 
tor merely a slip of paper before 
they drove off. He showed it to

at the. time of his dismissal as 
Foreign Minister and appointment 
as Ambassador to the Vatican last 
February it was widely reported 
that the Nazis, particularly Hitler 
and Foreign Minister Joachim von 
Ribbentrop, disliked and distrusted 
him, 

Scene With Hitler. 

Diplomatic gossip had it that in 
1939 Hitler called Ciano to Salz- 
burg and told him the German 
Army would march into Poland 
and he believed the war could be 
confined to the east. Ciano, speak- 
ing for Mussolini, warned Hitler 
the war could not be localized, that 
he “couldn't get away with” an- 
other aggression. . 

“You ass,” Hitler was reported 
to have stormed, Thereupon Ciano 
delivered Mussolinti’s message that 
Italy would not come into the war 
immediately, because Italy was not 
prepared. Hitler never forgot—or 
forgave that. 

Ciano’s movements after the 
resignation of Mussolini have been 
obscure, But last October it was 
reported from Switzerland that he 
had been found, disguised by a 
heavy beard, living in seclusion 
near Verona, German troops took 
him in custody and he was brought 
before Mussolini who in a stormy 
scene accused him of “deserting 
Italy in the hour of her trial.” 
Ciano was born at Livorno ( 
horn), He is the son of Adm. E. 
Costanzo Ciano, Conte di Cortel- 
lazo, an Italian naval hero and 
early-day Fascist, 

He was in the Italian diplomatic 
service in Shanghai when he met 
Mussolini’s daughter, Edda. His 
rise was meteoric after their mar- 
riage, 

He became Minister of Foreign 
Affairs in 1936, having previously 
held the Ministry of esa and 
Propaganda. 

Bombed Ethiopians. 
Ciano flew a bombing plane in 
Ethiopia and commanded:a bomb- 
ing squadron against the Greeks 
in the present war, but rarely left 
hig base at Bari. 
At the height of his powér Ciano 


often was spoken of as a possible 


successor to Mussolini. He became 
known as the playboy of the Fas- 
cist regime, with a weakness for 
blonde bathing beauties who fre- 
quented his pavilion at the Ostia 
beach resort where he held most 
of his diplomatic conferences. 

The Count was born to money, 
married money and spent much of 
his time as a Fascist official mak- 
ing more. He became one of Italy's 
richest men, a director of many 
leading corporations in which he 
held controlling interest, a farmer 
and wine grower on a large scale. 
Reputedly he has fat bank bal- 
ances in Switzerland and Argen-

Charges ‘Certain Allied 
Institutions’ Encour- 
aged Formation of 


Rebel Group. 


CAIRO, Dec. 6 (AP).—King Pe- 
ter of the Yugoslav Government- 
in-exile violently protested yester- 
day against the formation of a 
rump government—the Council of 
National Liberation—inside Yugo- 
slavia by Gen. Josiff Broz (Tito) 
and ‘Dr. Ivan Ribar. 

King Peter, in a formal state- 
ment, declared this was “a move- 
ment of terroristic violence,” that 


it was nonrepresentative, and tend- 
ed further to incite “internecine 
struggles” in the Nazi-ridden coun- 
try already divided by the feud 
between Tito and Gen. Draja Mi- 
hailovic, 

The statement said the rump 
government “resulted from propa- 
ganda from abroad, to whose suc- 
cess unfortunately certain Allied 
institutions contributed a great 
deal.” 

Tito’s Partisans have had con- 
siderable Russian support and the 
hammer and sickle insignia ‘is 
frequently seen in Partisan moun- 
tain hideouts. . 

King Peter’s Government com- 
plained it had no public means to 
communicate with its people and 
added: 

“This is the first repercussion 
of certain allegations that the le- 
gitimate governments of the Unit- 
ed Nations in exile do not repre- 
sent their people—and thig is the 
thesis which until a month or two 
ago we heard only from the Ger- 
man invaders but which is now 
adopted by a certain part of the 
free public opinion.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 6 (AP).—A 


Tokyo broadcast quoted Japanese 
imperial headquarters today as 


saying that a fleet of 100 carrier- 
based Allied planes had raided the 
Japanese-held Marshall Islands 
Sunday morning and admitted the 
attack had caused some damage. 

The broadcast declared 20 of the 
raiders had been shot down. 

The Navy Department § an- 
nounced last night in Washington 
that Army Liberator bombers had 
raided Mili atoll in the Marshalls 
and Nauru Island Saturday, but 
it was not immediately clear 
whether the Japanese were refer- 


ring to this attack. 

The fact the Japanese said the 
raid was carried out by carrier- 
based aircraft, however, indicated 
they were referring to a different 
operation or that they were miis- 
taken about the type of planes in- 
volved. Liberator bombers are too 
large to operate from carriers. 

The Tokyo communique also re- 
ported that Japanese naval airmen 
had pursued the Allied task force 
and had sunk one medium-sized 
aircraft carrier and a large cruis- 
er. A large aircraft carrier and a 
cruiser were damaged, the com- 
munique added. 

Earlier, the Navy reported that 
nine Japanese planes bombed, the 
United States airfield at Tarawa 
Friday night “causing minor dam- 
age,” and a lone enemy ship 
dropped four small bombs at 
Makin Saturday. :

REDS PUSH NEARER 
REY RAIL CENTERS 
IN WHITE RUSSIA 


Three Heavily Fortified 
Points Taken in Drive 
on Mogilev as Snow- 
storms Sweep Area. 


LONDON, Dec. 6 (AP).—Smash- 
ing ahead northwest of Propoisk, 
the Red Army today was threaten- 
ing Mogilev, one of the last im- 
portant German-held rail centers 
in White Russia, as other Soviet 
units tightened their pressure on 
Nazi defense lines near Zhlobin 
and Rogachev to the south in the 
Gomel area. 

A Moscow communique said the 
Russians hurled back counter- 
attacks and swept forward north- 


west of Propoisk to capture the 
heavily fortified places of Varodol, 
Bahki and Zabluka. Propoisk is 
40 miles southeast of Mogilev and 
70 miles north of Gomel. 

Several populated places fell in 
the drive’ above Gomeli, and the 
Russians were reported battling 
at the approaches to Zhlobin, junc- 
tion of the north-south Leningrad- 
Odessa railway and the east-west 
Minsk-Gomel line. | 

Heavy Snowfall in Area. 

A dispatch reported the worst 
snowstorms of the season were 
sweeping White Russia. 

To the south in the Kremen- 
chug area, the Soviet high com- 
mand said, Red Army units. cap- 
tured several strong points after 
fierce engagements which often 
developed into hand-to-hand fight- 
ing. Large losses were reported 
inflicted on the Germans. 

The communique reported the 
Nazis were continuing to attack 
in the Cherkasy area, between 
Kremenchug and Kiev, but aill 
their assaults were repulsed. Four 
hundred Germans were killed at 
one point after a tank and infan- 
try smash was beaten back, it was 
asserted. 

Fighting Near Krivol Rog. 

The German communique, re- 
porting fierce fighting in a severe 
blizzard in the Dnieper bend, said 
the Russians resumed their at- 
tacks northeast and northwest of 
Krivoi Rog yesterday, but that the 
assaults were repulsed after heavy 
fighting lasting into the night. “At 
one point of penetration, a heavy 
tank battle ensued which is atill 
in progress,” the Nazis said. 

The Soviet communi 
Germans had landed on Kindurin- 
skaya Kosa, at the mouth of the 
Dnieper River a few days ago, but 
the force was wiped out yesterday 
with the Russians taking more 
than 500 prisoners, and leaving 
more than 700 Germans dead on 
the battlefield. The Germans had 
taken Vordtadt and Pokroskey be- 
fore the Reds launched the coun- 
terattack.

Unity A Blow to Enemy. 

Yet the declaration, in its almost 
jubilant expression of British- 
American-Russian unity, must re- 
move from the German leaders 
and masses any lingering hope 
they hold of employing the stra- 
tegy of divide-and-conquer. It 
confronts them, factually and un- 
dramatically, with a combination 
of powers which they must surely 
realize is invincible. 

“We came here with hope and 
determination,” the declaration 
signed by the three said. “We 
leave here friends in fact, in spirit 
and in purpose.” 

Some Washington authorities 
said those two sentences repre- 
sented one of the major accom- 
plishments of the conferente, since 
when it began there was no assur- 
ance that such a high degree of 
unity and friendship would result. 

Parley’s Military Results, 

On military questions the dec- 
laration made these points which 
were considered here to be of par- 
amount importance: 

1. The leaders and their chiefs 
of staff “reached complete agree- 
ment as to the scope and timing 
of opérations which will be under- 
taken from the east, west and 
south.” 

2. This guarantees that “victory 
will be ours” and that “no power 
on earth can prevent our destroy- 
ing the German armies by land, 
their U-boats by sea and their war 
plants from the air. Our attacks 
will be relentless and increasing.” 

Prior to the meeting in Teheran 
and especially since the Foreign 
Ministers’ meeting in Moscow, 
Britain and the United States had 
exchanged with Russia informa- 
tion as to military plans but there 
had been no previous meeting of 
the high commands of the three 
great forces encircling Germany. 

The principal question of timing 
at last week’s conference, there- 
fore, concerned the selection of 
the period in which to launch the 
final crushing offensives against 
continental Europe. So far as 
weather conditions are concerned, 
military experts say the invasion 
can be started either late this win- 
ter or early next summer. Spring 
mud mires armies. The other limit- 
ing factor is the readiness of the 
armies for actions. 

German Morale a Factor. 

An all-out attack on all fronts 
this winter unquestionably would 
be designed to produce victory by 
spring by taking advantage of the 
morale effect of the winter's bat- 
tle reverses and punishing aerial 
attacks on the German homeland. 
Otherwise conservative estimates 
are that there is little prospect of 
victory until next fall.

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south.” The inclusion of the 
“south” might conceivably refer to 
the campaign now under way in 
Italy, but informants familiar with 
the nature of operations there 
have always looked on them as 
strictly limited to the purposes of 
freeing Rome and gaining posi- 
tions from which to bomb §Ger- 
many. 

Because -of the mountain bar- 
riers in northern Italy, the penin- 
sula is not regarded as an avenue 
of approach to Germany proper.

We on the United Nations side 
all know that the phrase is not 
intended to reduce the adversary 
to slavery, but, on the contrary, 
to enable the victorious United 
Nations to make the blessings of 
democracy accessible even to the. 
defeated enemy. 


Propaganda Minister Joseph 
Goebbels and his henchmen, how- 
ever, have for months insisted 
that the United Nations demand 
unconditional surrender as a 
means of creating a coolie colony 
in the heart of Europe. 

Derisively they have  pooh- 
poohed the ‘idea that a nation 
which surrendered unconditionally 
ever would be allowed to partici- 
pate in creating a postwar world 
of co-operation and security. 


Message of Hope. 

The German people, or rather, 
that large section of it which is 
fed up with Nazism, militarism, 
imperialism and master race psy- 
chology, has been listening in vain 
for some message from the United 
Nations that would help them in 
their struggle for freedom. The 
phrase “unconditional surrender” 
was for months permitted to stand 
as the only method for Germany. 

I have feared, and not without 
reason, that this phrase, if left 
undefined or unsupplemented, 
might weld Germany into a com- 
munity of despair and thus pro- 
long the war greatly.

Transocean said, quoting Ankara 
dispatches. 

The Germans reported. that 
Inonu was accompanied by Na- 
man Menemencioglu, Turkish For- 
eign Minister, and the general 
sécretary of the Turkish Foreign 
Ministry. They said also that 
Emir Mansur, son of King Ibn 
Saud of Saudi Arabia, and Imir 
Fahad, nephew of the King, ar- 
rived in Cairo Saturday, presum- 
ably “to take part in some Cairo 
conference.” 

The German news agency DNB 
said no change in Turkish policy 
was expected as a result of the 
reported conference, but the Nazi- 
controlled Vichy radio, significant- 
ly perhaps, quoted Franz von Pa- 
pen, German Ambassador to Tur- 
key, as saying on his arrival at 
Istanbul from Berlin that “Ger- 
many is anxious to continue its 
friendly collaboration with Turkey 
so that this country can be saved 
the horrors of war.” 


A Turkish declaration of war 
against the Axis, which would af- 
ford the Allies new air bases for 
operations in the Black Sea, the 
Balkans and the Mediterranean, 
has been believed by some to be 
increasingly possible since Mene- 
mencioglu conferred with British 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
after the Moscow conference. 

An Associated Press dispatch | 
from Ankara, written last Friday, 
said that each day and each polit- 
ical event in the United Nations’ 
war planning was bringing the 
Turkish nation closer to a decision 
as to what part it will play in the 
war. 

Asserting that it could no longer 
be denied that the Allies wanted 
Turkey to participate in the war, 
the dispatch said that both Allied

The Source of “Free Enterprise’ 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Certain Republican aspirants for White 
House residence are now loudly and be- 
guilingly pleading with us that the great, 
if not the sole, issue in the 1944 cam- 
paign will be that of “free enterprise.” 

I am not without admiration for such 
enterprise. But I feel that it is not basic 
to talk in such terms. I feel that free 
enterprise is no more than a by-product 
of constitutional representative democ- 
racy. 

I am of the classical mold in that I 
believe that our political system ig the 
base upon which is pyramided our great 
progress. I am perhaps naive enough 
to believe that actually we are fighting, 
we must fight, a war for representative 
democracy. And representative democ- 
racy is enough for me, come free enter- 
prise or planned enterprise. 

How fares representative democracy 
within the states these “free entrepre- 
neurs” so patriotically cherish? Many 
of our American states are rurally ger- 
rymandered to such an extent that labor 
is forced to look to Washington instead 
of to its own state capital for counsel 
and aid. 

This need not be if our neo-states’ 
rights Republicans would fight for Legis- 
latures constructed proportionately as to 
people, citizens. Missouri has a State 
House of Representatives and a State 
Senate which deny the masses control. 
There are 15 state Legislatures in this 
Republic of ours even worse off than 
Missouri’s. 

Ohio’s Gov. Bricker, recently an- 
nounced presidential candidate, has a 
General Assembly in which cow-pasture 
gerrymandering keeps the major cities 
of Ohio from control. Ohio suffers from 
the “at large” system, furthermore, in 
its urban legislative elections. No city 
in the entire democratic world elects “at 
large” so many State Representatives 
(18) as does Cleveland (Cuyahoga Coun- 
ty). 

A candidate like Bricker who raises 
the states’ rights issue does not come 
into the public forum with clean hands, 
for Bricker never once has cried out 
against reaction in Ohio, against keeping 
the majority of the people down. I sub- 
mit that this is a fundamental issue. I 
submit that it is not intellectual honesty 
to evade this issue, 

The American people are a patient and 
reasonable people. Justice and high 
honor demand that the people’s repre- 
sentative democratic rights be not for- 
gotten. As the pace quickens and the 
fight becomes more intense, let us think 
in the terms of our Founding Fathers, 
of basic constitutional representative de- 
mocracy. From these fundamentals flow 
“free enterprise,” and water does not 
flow uphill except by force, brutal and 
sustained.

The Bell Tolls for Hitler 


The Declaration of Teheran tollg the bell of 
doom for the Nazi war machine, for the Nazi em- 
pire of terror and for all the bloody, bestial works 
of both. 

The historic document signed “Roosevelt, Stalin, 


Churchill” pledges anew the unswerving devotion 


of their three mighty nations to the common task 
of achieving victory in the war and of working 
together in the peace that will follow. 

Victory, unity and future security for. all the 
world are the keynotes of the declaration. And 
it is a matter of solemn assurance for mankind 
that the war leaders realize these three keynotes 
to be mutually indispensable, just as the continued 
and wholehearted co-operation of their countries 
is indispensable, 

The statement by Roosevelt; Stalin and Church- 
ill, the Big Three of the war against Germany, 
pledges the same fate for that robber nation as 
was promised by Roosevelt, Chiang and Churchill, 
the Big Three of the war against Japan, in their 
agreement at Cairo. The fact that this is one 
great war against the forces of militarism, op- 
pression and conquest, though fought in widely 
separated parts of the world, thus is forcibly 
brought home, 

Both Allied power and Allied planning are 
prepared to carry out the shattering military 
driveg that will accomplish the doom of Hitler's 
forces and his empire. One word in the para- 
graph of the communique devoted to this phase is 
of intense meaning: “We have reached complete 
agreement as to the scope and timing of opera- 
tions which will be undertaken from the east, 
west and south.” 

Operations from the east, by Russia, and from 
the south, by the British and Americans in Italy, 
are already under way, The communique indi- 
cates they will be intensified. West can mean 
only one thing—the invasion of Hitler’s alleged 
Fortress Europe from bases in Britain, by way of 
France, the Low Countries, Denmark or the Ger- 
man coast itself. This word, in short, means the 
opening of the long-expect@d and long-deferred 
second front, by means of which the Nazi forces 
will be brought between the jaws of a gigantic 
nutcracker and squeezed to extinction. 

This second-front issue long disturbed the rela- 
tions between Russia and its English-speaking 
allies. That its coming fulfillment is now men- 
tioned almost in passing in the communique In- 
dicates that its necessity now is taken for granted 
by Americans and British as well as Russians, 
and that the power to make it possible is now 
ready, awaiting only the stroke of D-day. 

This military unity is carried over into the 
broad field of diplomatic relations and postwar 
planning. The cordial spirit surrounding the 
conference is proof that the irritating questions 
which only a few monthg ago seemed to threaten 
the whole structure of Allied co-operation have 
been solved or, in the opinion. of the conferees, 
can be solved. The first meeting of the Big 
Three, in the atmosphere of persona] contacts 
and first-hand conversation, has ratified and un- 
derscored and amplified the agreement reached 
at the October conference of their Foreign Secre- 
taries in Moscow. 

Yet it is no three-power alliance that has come 
out of the Teheran meeting. It is a three-power 
understanding that looks to the postwar “co- 
operation and ‘active participation of all nations, 
large and small, whose peoples in heart and mind 
are dedicated, as are our own peoples, to the 
elimination of tyranny and slavery, oppression 
and intolerance,” 

This links the Teheran Declaration directly to 
the Moscow Declaration, wherein a “general in- 
ternational organization” based on those princi- 
ples was laid down as the great postwar objec- 
tive. The present statement also supplements the 
Atlantic Charter, signed by Roosevelt and Church- 
ill in August, 1941, and later ratified by Russia, 
which pledged the same devotion to the principles 
of victory, unity and postwar security. 

The psychological effect of the Teheran Dec- 
laration upon German thinking is sure to be tre- 
mendous, The assurance with which the Big 
Three say that “no power on earth” can prevent 
the destruction of the German armies, the U-boats 
and the war plants must drive home to every Ger- 
man mind the ominous fact that the Reich's cause 
is doomed, 

Every citizen of the Reich knows by now that 
these words are no idle boast. They have been 
proved to be the devastating truth by the smash- 
ing of Berlin and other key war cities, by the 
series of stunning defeats, all the way from El 
Alamein to the Dnieper and Monte Camino, by 
the war of extermination being waged against 
the undersea wolf packs. 

Every German, whether an arrogant member 
of Hitler's High Command or a frightened Bava- 
rian villager cowed by the Gestapo, knows by now 
that the bell has tolled. The bold words from 
Teheran drive home the deadly fact. 
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If the movement to leave everything up to the 
states gains much more ground in the upper 
house, it may become timely for some stout states- 
man to come out in favor of Senate’s rights. 
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A Law That Should Be Junked 


An oppressive anti-labor prosecution in Texas 
has come to an end. A court at Houston has ac- 
quitted R. J. Thomas, president of the United 
Automobile Workers, of the charge that his invi- 
tation in a public address for workers to join a 
union was a violation of the State’s new labor 
regulation law. 


As the decision was on a technicality, it is 
probable that labor leaders will seek other occa- 
sion for a ruling on the constitutionality of pro- 
visions of the law seemingly affecting freedom 
of speech. The statute requires that anyone who 
solicits members for a union must register as 
an organizer with the Secretary of State and re- 
ceive a card of identification. Mr. Thomas delib- 
erately disregarded this provision. 

Under the guise of regulating labor unions and 
checking questionable practices, this new Texas 
law throws all kinds of harsh restrictions around 
union operations, Some practices needed correc- 
tion; some short-sighted, public-be-damned poli- 
cies of unions and their leaders. in Texas, as else- 
where, aroused a substantial amount of public 
opinion against labor organizers and aided enact- 
ment of this Texas law, and similar acts in Kan- 
sas and Colorado. 

Whatever the misdeeds of organized labor, they 
do not justify repressive legislation which, if 


applied generally, would put a straitjacket around 
all organizations in which workers associate them- 
selves for their common good, 

The unwise acts of labor unions, usually at- 
tributable to excessive zeal, surely can be curbed 
in other and much sounder ways, Usually, under 
the influence of public opinion, they correct them- 
selves before substantial harm is done. It is far 
better to suffer somewhat at the hands of too 
much liberty rather than seek rigid controls 
which all but enslave. Texas: would do well to 
junk so autocratic a law. 
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Contempt for Democracy 

Those Senators who have united to scuttle the 
Green-Lucas bill, which would have waived. con- 
flicting state regulations and set up adequate 
machinery for the unrestricted voting of men and 
women in the armed forces, are displaying a 
flagrant contempt for democratic processes, 

It is important to know who they are: Southern 
Democrats who so jealously guard the poll tax 
that they fear to establish in wartime the prece- 
dent of true enfranchisement; Republicans who 
fear Democratic victories if ballots are given the 
10,000,000 who carry guns. 

It is important to know the issues with which 
they have screened the real and unsavory reasons 
for their opposition to it: They have conjured up 
the old bugaboos of “constitutionality,” “states’ 
rights,” “down with Federal control.” As a re- 
sult, they will pass a substitute bill by which 
each state will furnish absentee voting forms to 
service men and women requesting them. By 
similar inadequate machinery, only 28,051 effec- 
tive war ballots were cast in November, 1942. 

Senator Lucas, co-author of the jettisoned meas- 
ure which would have opened the polls on every 
battlefront through a bi-partisan ballot commis- 
sion, has best expressed the need for enfranchise- 
ment of soldiers and sailors: : 

If these citizen soldiers defending the Re- 
public are denied a part in the civil admin- 
istration of this Government, it is time to in- 
quire: Who is worthy of it? Their opinions 
and conclusions on social, political and human 
problems are being molded through the ordeal 
of global war, These men will soon control 
the destiny of this nation. They should not, 
under any. circumstances, be disfranchised in 


the most important national election since 
Abraham Lincoln was elected in 1864. 


Few soldier votes will be counted through the 
maze of state restrictions and laws governing ab- 
sentee balloting if this cravenly political method 
is actually adopted. A strange and undemocratic 
division of voices will be heard in the choosing 
of the next President, the new Senators and Rep- 
resentatives. Congress will have told its fighting 
men to keep their minds on the war while the 
home front selects an administration. 
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Exit Ciano 
It is reported that Count Ciano, former Fascist 
Foreign Minister and son-in-law of Mussolini, has 
been executed by a firing squad in Northern 
Italy. Ciano turned against Mussolini last July 
when he was deposed by the Grand Council as 
dictator of Italy. When thieves fall out— 
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The Country Will Remember 


What John L. Lewis and the United Mine Work- 
ers have done to the country by reason of the 
mine strikes of 1943 is made clear by Secretary 
Ickes’ statement over the week end that we face 
a fuel crisis unparalleled in the history of the 
country, Because of work stoppages, the country 
has suffered a production loss of 40,000,000 tons 
of coal. If there is a bright spot in the fact that 
coal production in Thanksgiving week set a 16- 
year record and continues to boom, the fact re- 
mains that the nation, in time of war, is serious- 
ly hampered by the irretrievable loss caused by 
strikes, 

Secretary Ickes is asking for a $3,500,000 special 
appropriation to carry out a plan for allocating 
coal this winter. He means to set up allocation 
centers in 65 cities to divert coal for “the critical 
needs.” He states that “critical needs can be met 
only by such diversions and allocations and the 
thorough understanding by consumers of the need 
for every possible conservation.” Even so, the 
citizens of the ‘country are facing a winter in 
which many houses may be lacking in warmth, 
with consequent hardship and illness. 

We said at the time of the mine strikes that 
John L. Lewis was committing an act close to 


_ treason. We say it again. There is no doubt that 


the miners had a case for more pay, but they 
could have got it without walking out. The 
War Labor Board stood ready to judge the merits 
of their arguments, as it has in hundreds of other 
instances, Lewis chose to defy it. The country 
will long remember his intransigeance, It will 
long remember the fact that, while men are dying 
in defense of their country all over the world, he 
stabbed them in the back. 
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High Cost of Wasted Food Points 


Because officials of the State Prison played 
fast and loose with food ration points, there 
may not be enough blood available to save the 
life of some American fighting man who is 
wounded in Italy, in the Gilbert Islands or in 
the air war over Europe. 

The connection seems remote, but it is actually 
all too real. Extensive irregularities in the use 
of rationed foods took place at the prison (as 
three members of the Penal Commission ad- 
mitted to OPA investigators), and the institution 
is short more than a half-million points. Drastic 
economies in food are necessary to square up 
the record, 

Inmates of the prison are' eager to give blood 
for war uses, and did so several months ago, for 
a total of 1255 pints. The Red Cross is ready 
to send its mobile unit to Jefferson City again, 
but fruit juices and extra food must be fed to 
the donors. Insufficient points are available to 
supply these items, so the mobile unit’s trip has 
been called off. Result: the Red Cross is short 
some 1200 pints of life-saving blood that it might 
have had, and a field hospital somewhere in the 
war zone may run correspondingly short. 

Here is an unexpected and heavy responsibility 
on the shoulders of the officials responsible for 
the misuse of ration points. The unhappy episode 
should not be allowed to end without a full in- 
vestigation by State authorities.

Should 18 Be the Legal Voting Age?

From a Symposium 


Mrs. -Edith B. Joynes, president of the 
National Education Association: The 18- 
year-olds of 1943 are much better equipped 
to assume the responsibility of voting than 
the 2l-year-olds who were vested with suf- 
frage at the beginning of our Republic. 
They are much better educated. They are 
fighting that their country may live. In the 
nation’s factories and fields, they partici- 
pate in the productive life of their country. 


Simple justice demands that they be per- 
mitted to take part in determining what 
kind of life it shall be. A youth who is old 
enough to fight and to work is old enough 
to vote, 


Dr. George D, Stoddard, Commissioner of 
Education, State of New York: Now is a 
good time to abandon the idea that at age 
21, and not before, the American citizen is 
entitled to all voting privileges. In the light 
of researches in child development and ex- 
perience with in-school and out-of-school 
youth, voting for all persons at age 18 is 
clearly indicated. 


In physique, intelligence, vocational fit- 
ness and social insight, youth in its late 
teens, if provided fully with the right op- 
portunities, would constitute a red-blooded, 
high-minded addition to the country’s po- 
litical power, a shot in the veins that will 
be needed in the days to come, 


Dr. Virgil M. Hancher, president, the 
State University of Iowa: I would prefer 
to see no reduction in the minimum age re- 
quired for voting, A strong case can be 
made for those young men who have been 
drafted into military service before the age 
of 21, but it should be remembered that we 
adopt many emergency measures in war- 
time that we would hesitate to recommend 
as permanent policies for peacetime. The 
security of the state in a physical sense 
may call. for the qualities of youth, but 


_its security in a political and social sense 


seems to call for the qualities of maturity. 


Perhaps I should add that I did not favor 
the lowering of thé draft age, and there- 
fore am guilty of no inconsistency in rec- 
ommending that our present voting age be 
retained, ; 


Frank C. Walker, chairman, Democratic 
National Committee: The provision that 
one must be 21 to vote is obscure, but it is 
not mentioned in the Constitution the Fa- 
thers adopted. Some minimum age had to 
be chosen by the states, and the age of 21 
was selected. Everyone recognizes that con- 
ditions are not the same today. Undeni- 
ably, the American youth is better informed 
and has had better educational opportunity 
than did his elders, 


America has summoned her people to 
arms, and those in the 18-21 year group are 
serving creditably. We need youth’s pa- 
triotic zeal and idealism. Our electorate 
needs the 7,000,000 young people in this age 
group who have had educational oppor- 
tunities unknown to their elders. Having 
played such a part in the struggle for de- 
mocracy, they will have an interest in its 
preservation. Let them be heard in deter- 
mining the kind of postwar world in which 
they are to live. 


Harrison E. Spangler, chairman, Repub- 
lican National Committee: I have made it a 
rule since becoming chairman of the Na- 
tional Committee to refrain from comment 
upon legislation that will come before Con- 
gress. My conception of party organization 
ia that no one man should attempt to dic-

Were I to comment in advance on legis- 
lation, our Republican delegation in Con- 
gress would be constantly in,a position of 
upholding or differing with the chairman

Norman Thomas, chairman, Executive 
Committee Postwar World Council; mem- 
ber, National Executive Committee, Socialist 
Party: I favor such a reduction chiefly on 
the ground that if boys 18 years of age are 
old enough to fight, they are old enough 
to vote, 

Moreover, the decline of the birth rate 
and the prolongation of life have tended in 
recent years to give old folks and tired folks 
a disproportionate voting strength. It 
might not be bad to offset this tendency 
by lowering the voting age. There is cer- 
tainly no magic in 21’to give wisdom to 
voters. 


Mrs. Dorothy Canfield Fisher, author and 
member American Youth Commission of 
the American Council on Education: Good 
judgment is not a purely intellectual qual- 
ity. Many highly intellectual people do not 
have it. No young person can have much 
of it, since an essential element in it is ex- 
perience of life—the one element unattain- 
able by adolescents. 

I agree with an elderly Vermonter who 
said recently, when asked if he thought 
boys of 18 should be allowed to vote be- 
cause they are drafted into military serv- 
ice, “No, good gracious, no! Better raise 
the age-limit for voters than lower it.” 


Dr. George Gallup, director, American In- 
stitute of Public Opinion: Greatly increased 
public sentiment in favor of giving the vote 
to 18-year-olds is shown in a poll just com- 
pleted by the American Institute of Public 
Opinion. Fifty-two per cent of the public 
now favor reducing the age as compared 
with 17 per cent four years ago. 


The young people have certainly had more 
schooling than the voters who are 50 years 
of age and over, taken as a group. There 
are approximately 7,000,000 in the age group 
of 18 through 20, of whom some 60 per 
cent, or close to 4,500,000, might reasonably 
be expected to vote in an election for Presi- 
dent under normal conditions, 


SUFFERINGS OF MR. GANNETT

Frank Gannett, newspaper publisher, is 
in England. He recently gave an inter- 
view in London chiefly devoted to the near- 
starvation that impends in the United States 
and the iniquities of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration’s food production program, In this 
account we came upon the following para- 
graph and, though we have not often held 
with Mr, Gannett, we confess it touched 
us deeply:

Study of Families on Relief 


Recalls Days of Job Scarcity 


“The Unemployed,’ by Eli Ginsvdurg and Associates. 

(Harper & Brothers, New York.) 

With Leon Henderson gloomily predict~ 
ing a possible four million unemployed by 
the end of 1944 and a possible 12 million by 
1945, a study of that recently past but 
apparently half-forgotten time when jot 
were rarer than diamonds seems of Cosy 
siderable importance. 

This study of some 200 families on relie® 
and WPA, done under the auspices of the 
Columbia University Council for Research 
in Social Sciences, is pretty much proof of 
the superiority of the scientific method 
over the quick generalization of the 
moment, and renders tediously irrelevant 
all the old jokes about shovel-leaning. 

Of particular interest is the long stretch 
of time which elapsed in most cases be- 
tween loss of job and employment on WPA 
or admission to relief. 
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Some of the findings are summarized in 
quotations below: 

“Until the depression of 1930, the men 
had been able and willing to work...” . 

“A good system of relief is a contradic- 
tion in terms. There is no substitute for 
the wages a man earns by his work.” 

“On the day these people made applica- 
tion, they cut themselves off from the rest 
of the population, and each day they stayed 
on relief, that gulf widened.” 

“The superiority of WPA over relief 
rooted in the fact that families suffered 
less of a break with their past.” 

“Not only private agencies but churches 
and unions failed to interest themselves in 
No Man’s Land.” 

“Unemployed totaled 15 million...” 

“Irish-Catholics, Jews and Anglo-Saxen 
Protestants reacted alike .,., ” 

“Six months after entrance of the United 
States into war, two out of every three 
‘possibles’ had left the relief rolls.” 

“It is a tragic paradox that unemployed 
men found their salvation in World War I, 
but the paradox has a moral, not only for 
war, but for peace. Money was needed 
untold billions; it was found. Manufactur- 
ing plants had to be converted; it was done. 
Traditions had to be disregarded; no voice 
was raised in protest. So it was in war; so 
it must be in peace.” 

* > > 

The book is no answer to unemployment, 
but it is important in so far as all findings 
of fact are important to the solution of a 
problem. Intimate and detailed case his- 
tories cover the families’ attitudes toward 
unions, foreign and domestic affairs, birth 
control, Communism, race relations, religion 
and innumerable other matters, 

Although over-statistical and redundant, 
it is a mine of interest, not only to the 
social worker or historian, but also to the 
average alert and interested citizen aware 
of the vast and disturbing society in which 
he lives, and aware that in the days to 
come, neither jobs nor roses will be handed 
to him on a platter.

Arrested After 
Cashier, Sentenced to 4 
Years in Prison, Talks 
to Judge.

FARMINGTON, Mo., Dec. 6.—K. 
R. Adams, former president of the 
Bank of Leadwood and the State 
Bank of Bonne Terre, has’ been 
charged with embezzling $21,200 


from the Leadwood depository, a 
similar charge to the one to which 
Leonard A, Meesey, former cashier 
of the Leadwood bank, pleaded 
guilty three weeks ago. 

Prosecuting Attorney William E. 
said Adams was arrested 
last Wednesday on a warrant is- 
sued by Justice of the Peace C. F. 
Rickus, and was released on $2000 
waiving preliminary 
hearing. 

When the shortage at Leadwood 
was disclosed in a routine exam- 
ination by State bank examiners 
last May, Meesey pleaded guilty, | 
but did not give a full explanation 
of his peculations, Coffer reported. 

Circuit Judge Norwin D. Houser 
rejected Meesey’s application for 
parole last Monday and sentenced 
him to serve four years in the 
hia} State penitentiary. In pronouncing 
sentence, Judge Houser upbraided 
Meesey for “not playing fair with 
the court,” and said he might re- 
consider the matter of parole if 
the defendant made a full dis- 
closure, Meesey, who was held in 
the St. Francois County Jail await- 
ing transfer to the State peniten- 
tiary, last Wednesday sought an 
Laudience with Judge Houser and 
‘made a_ statement implicating 
Adams, Coffer reported. Adams 
was arrested shortly thereafter in 
his office at the Bonne Terre 
Building and Loan Association, of 
which he is secretary. 

Examination of the banks at 
Leadwood and Bonne Terre had 
disclosed no irregularities on the 
part of Adams, but the president 
resigned his position at the Lead- 
wood depository when Meesey was 
indicted, and retired as head of 
Bonne Terre bank a short while 
later. 

Coffer charged that Adams and 
Meesey had been taking funds 
from the Leadwood bank over a 
period of four years, covering up 
the peculations by dummy notes 
and checks. C. I. Hoy, Coffer’s as- 
sistant, said a preliminary exam- 
ination showed the money was 
taken by forging a $6200 note, fail- 
ing to record a $10,000 deposit, and 
in other ways covering up 35000 
abstracted in small amounts. 

Adams told a Post-Dispatch. re- 
porter he knew nothing about the 
irregularities attributed to him and 
contended that Meesey, who at 
first had assumed full responsibil- 
ity for the shortage, was trying to 
implicate him in an effort to gain 
a parole. “I was inactive presi- 
dent of the bank at Leadwood,” he 
asserted, 

Adams is scheduled for trial in 
the February term of court here. 
Meesey is being held in the county’ 
jail, no further action on: his pa- 
role application having been taken 
as yet. 

Adams, who is 43 years old, lives 
in Bonne Terre. Meesey, who is 
48, formerly was a teller at the 
bank in Bonne Terre and had been 
associated with the Leadwood bank 
for about five years. 

Leadwood is seven miles from 


Bonne Terre.

COMMITTEE ON 
INTEGRATED BAR 


Group of 11 Attorneys 
Headed ‘by Jesse Bar- 
rett to Study Plans and 
Submit Proposals.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 
Appointment of arcommittee of 11 
attorneys, headed by former At- 
torney General Jesse W, Barrett 
of St. Louis, to inquire into the 
desirability of fully integrating 
the Missouri bar to propose plans 
for governing the bar if integra- 
tioh is recommended by the com- 
mittee to the Missouri Supreme 


Court, was announced. today by 
the Supreme-Court en banc. 

Members of the committee, to 
be known as the Supreme Court's 
Committee on Bar Integration, in 
addition to Barrett, are: Harry C. 
Barker of St. Louls, Charles M. 
Blackmar of Kansas City, Donald 
S. Lamm of Sedalia, Charles B. 
Dubois of Grant City, Circuit 
Judge Ray E. Watson of Joplin, 
Allen L. Oliver of Cape Girardeau, 
president of the State Bar Asso- 
ciation; Morris E. Osburn of Shel- 
byville, J. Francis O’Sullivan of 
Kansas City, A. P, Stone of Spring- 
field and James §, Simrall of 
Liberty. 

An integrated bar, frequently 
proposed by various bar groups, 
would involve creation of a single 
bar group or association, th 
membership required of all law- 
yers, designed to improve the legal 
profession and the administration 
of justice. 

The Supreme Court’s action to- 
day followed a hearing last Nov. 
2 in which representatives of the 
various bar and lawyer associa- 
tions urged the court to order _in- 
tegration. Suggestions were made 
by some of the groups that in 
doing this the court grant the bar 
more voice in administration of 
the court’s present system for reg- 
ulation of the practice of law and 
disciplining of unethical attorneys. 

Barrett, who was designated 
chairman of the committee, was 
active in bringing about the 
present bar administration system. 
In 1933, after the Supreme Court 
had ruled it had inherent power 
to regulate the practice of law, 
Barrett, then president of the 
State Bar Association, presented 
a resolution to the court asking 
for appointment of a commission 
to investigate the regulation of the 
practice of law. 

The Court appointed a commis- 
sion, headed by former Gov, Henry 
S. Caulfield of St. Louis, which’ 
recommended to the Court the 
present system of regulating the 
bar, adopted by the Supreme Court 
in 19

uated Luftwaffe and directly re- 
ducing the ability of German war 
industries to supply replacement 
aircraft and fresh army equipment. 
It can be demonstrated thus 
that the Italian collapse and the 
Anglo-American air offensive have 
played important roles in making 
Russian successes possible. 


But something more is neces- 
sary to deny the Germans their 
aim to produce a stalemate. Either 
fresh land operations must be 
undertaken, which will further 
use up German divisions, or air 
attacks on the Reich must be in- 
tensified and prolonged until the 
German war machine is hopelessly 
clogged and breaks down. 

If Allied armies could invade 
the Balkans, where active guer- 
rilla forces are already organized 
as units and are fighting under 
general directives of the Allied 
supreme command; if Turkey 
were to enter the war as a com- 
batant ally of Britain, further 
German man power and supply 
reserves would be used up.\ 

Bearing in mind the extreme 
slowness of advance which the 
retiring enemy can impose by de-| 
molitions, especially in rugged 
country, it can well be argued 
that these means alone would not 
yield that rapidly accelerated end- 
ing and Allied victory which it is 
now urgently necessary to achieve. 


90 PCT. IN NAZI CONCENTRATION 
CAMPS SAID TO BE GERMANS 


Fully 90 per cent of the persons 
in Nazi concentration camps are 
not Jews, but full-blooded Ger- 
mans, who are bitterly opposed to 
the Hitler regime, ana !t 1s around 
such persons that a new German 
republic should be formed after 
the war, Gerhart Seger of New 
York, former member of the Ger- 
man ‘Reichstag, said last night in 
an address before the Sunday Eve- 
ning Club at Centenary Methodist 
Church, Sixteenth and Pine 
street. 

Seger, publisher of Neue Volks- 
zeitung, largest German-language 
anti-Nazi newspaper in the United 
States, said there are many scores 
of concentration camps in Ger- 
many, which have from 600 to 
24,000 prisoners each. He added 
that there are millions of Germans 
outside of the camps who oppose 
the Nazis, but are keeping quiet 
for reasons of safety. 

He declared that the idea of 
obliterating the German race was 
“fantastic,” and argued that the 
correct solution to the German 
problem would be strict punish- 
ment of Nazi leaders, and the for- 
mation of a republican government 
around those Germans who have 
opposed Hitler. Seger was arrested 
by the Gestapo in 1933, and placed 
in the first concentration camp 
built by the Nazis. He escaped to 
this country a short while after 
he was imprisoned,

ing a piece of paper at the man- 
ager. 

“This,” was a short notice of re- 
quest to the client to leave Mena 
House and find residence else- 
where, 

The hotel manager barely both- 
ered to look up from his desk. 

“I am very sorry, sir. You are 
the sixth client to have protested 
this morning and,” he said, glanc- 
ing at the crowns -on the Major’s 
shoulders, “four of them were 
brigadiers. Sorry.” 

This, according to the story, was 
the first intimation of the impend- 
ing Mena conference. The follow- 
ing day, Cairo newspapers carried 
an item stating that Mena House 
was being closed for repairs and 
cleaning, probably preparatory to 
the arrival of important person- 
ages. 

This interesting item was pub- 
lished by the Turkish press, the 
following day. 

Spy-Proof Perimeter. 

Things began to move fast. 
Twenty British and American of- 
ficers, assisted by between 200 and 
300 enlisted men, gtarted the job 
of converting Mena House and 43 
private villas near there into a 
strongly-protected, spy-proof, ene- 
my-proof, reporter-proof perimeter 
in some ways reminiscent of the 
Alamein box where great men and 
delegates could confer and live in 
— utmost convenience and safe- 
y: 

Residents of Mena House having 
been dismissed, all the hotel staff 
was fired. Having been fired, each 
servant was checked by security 
officers and in most cases rehired. 
The inside of Mena House was 
revamped, bedrooms on the first, 
second and third floors being con- 
verted into 80 offices. Halls and 
salons on the ground floor became 
conference rooms. The dining 
room remained the dining room. 
‘Delegates were to live outside in 
4he private villas, taken over for 
the occasion. 

Throughout the conference, only 
five “or six persons actually slept 
in Mena House, Acquiring the 
needed villas was not easy. They 
were not requisitioned and at 
times getting them involved pain- 
ful negotiations, Owners were of- 
fered monetary compensation in 
return for immediate evacuation 
for a one-month period, that is, 
from Nov. 18 to Dec. 18, One villa 
owner declared he was damned if 
he would move out of his own 
home for anybody. The negotiat- 
ing officers mentioned compensa- 
tion, The obdurate subject laughed 
and remarked jokingly, “Make it 
1500 pounds, Egyptian.” 


No Ouibbling on Cost. 

The officers were not joking. 
One of them pulled out a check- 
book and wrote out a check for 
that sum. They got the villa. 

On the other hand, some villa 
owners were most gracious. An 
Egyptian lady, when told why her 
house was wanted for a month, re- 
fused to take any compensation, 
declaring she was glad thus to 
contribute to the cause of the 
United Nations. She was Mme. 
Takla, the widow of the former 
owner of the newspaper Al Ahram. 

Another villa was inhabited by 
three different families. There 
was no trouble about getting two 
of them out, but the head of the 
third laughed and said, “Better se 
my landlord first.” The man wa 
six months in arrears on hig rent. 


The British Army paid the man’s|A 


back rent and got the third family |; 
out. 

In the area enclosed by the Mena 
conference perimeter lived Egyp- 
tian peasants. These were checked 
by security officers and permitted 
to remain, together with their cam- 
els, donkeys and chickens, to work 
their fields. In the area, however, 


three Bedouin families were en-/| }%4 


camped. Each head man was given 
five pounds, Egyptian, to clear out 
and permission to return after the 
conference. The Bedouins, trying 
not to look too jubilant, departed. 

An American jeep accelerated 
the departure of one of the Be- 
douin families. This was compli- 
cated because of the diverse na- 
tures of the family’s six pigs. Five 
of the pigs were transported in a 
jeep, one at a time. The sixth, 
being a heavyweight, rode in a 
half-ton truck. 

Barbed Wire Everywhere. 

The conference perimeter was 
enclosed and Mena House and 43 
villas were all emptied and made 
ready for the conference delegates. 


HIGHER STEEL PRICES ¢ 
IF PAY IS INGREASED |: 


Fairless Says Granting De- 
mands of CIO Would Breach 
Line Against Inflation. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6 (AP).—If 
demands of the United Steel 
Workers of America (CIO) for 
wage increases are met, says Ben- 
jamin F. Fairless, president of the 
United States Steel Corporation, 
“we have no other recourse than 
to seek a compensating increase 
in steel prices.” 

He said yesterday that the 
union’s demands for a 17-cent-an- 
hour wage booost eventually would 
“add approximately $141,000,000 a 
year to the total employment costs 
of the steel corporation.” 

Fairless declared that granting 
the demands would breach the 
line against inflation. 

The union began its drive last 
month to smash the Government’s 
Little Steel formula. At a meeting 
in Pittsburgh, Dec. 1 and 2, the 
steel workers’ union reaffirmed 
its no-strike pledge, adopted the 
new wage policy report, and said 
it would invite the 485 steel firms 
involved to wage conferences 
Dec. 13. 

Formal demand will be given 
today to the steel companies. 


SINATRA UP FOR EXAMINATION 


BOSTON, Dec. c. 6 ; (AP).—Frank

Not since the gloomy days of El | Loc 


Alamein, when the enemy was 
still heading for Alexandria and/s 
Cairo felt directly threatened, has 
there been so much barbed wire 
in Mena and the pyramids area. 
Each villa was surrounded by 
barbed wire entanglements. Air 
raid shelters and slit trenches were 
dug. Mena House swimming pool 
was fitted with two pumps and 
kept filled with water in. case of 
fire. Numerous antiaircraft batter- 
ies were set up; searchlight em- 
placements were prepared. There 
were several British Army camps 
within the perimeter. An Ameri- 
can camp to house 1080 American 
drivers, military police, guards 
and other personnel had to be 
built. 

On Nov. 13, Gen. Gilbert Cheves, 
chief of staff of Maj. Gen. Ralph 
Royce, commander of American 
forces in Middle East and Mike 
Riley, head of the Presidgnt’s 
secret service corps, marked out 
a camp site near canals within 
the perimeter. The next day when 
work was to begin, the camp site 
was under water. The peasants 
had flooded ‘their fields overnight 
for irrigation. So another site had 
to be selected for the American 
camp, which was built in a week 
and included a movie theater, in- 


firmary, club room and Army post |, 


exchange.

The villas were divided into 
seven zones. There were two types 
of villas, those serving all meals 
and those providing only bed and 
breakfast.

While the Alcohol Tax Unit of the Treasury Department, 
as of October 31, 1943, reported an inventory of 399,023,881 
gallons, ORIGINALLY put in barrels, 96,000,000 gallons have 
actually disappeared through soakage and evaporation which 
leaves a net oF about 303,000,000 gallons. This evaporation is 
recognized by the Government approved table of allowances. 

There is no mystery about the amount of whiskey withdrawn 
from or in storage in Government bonded warehouses. The 
Alcoholic Tax Unit publishes these figures monthly. 


Is a comparison between whiskey stocks and whis- 
key withdrawals a true indication of how long the 
available supply will last? 


No. It is an accepted practice to blend grain neutral spirits with 
straight whiskey. Normally, as a result of this blending, the 
total amount of whiskies available to the public is increased. 
Today, however, the supply of grain neutral spirits is only a 
small fraction of that of straight whiskies and soon the supply 
will be exhausted, making it necessary to withdraw more straight 
whiskey to replace the grain neutral spirits formerly used. 


Can all of this 303 million gallons of whiskey be 
sold now? 


No. Prior to the war, the distilling industry carried a normal 


inventory in bonded warehouses of over 500 million gallons 
which was necessary to maintain reasonable standards of quality. 
To avoid repetition of conditions which existed in 1934, fol- 
lowing repeal of prohibition, when young and immature whiskey 
was offered to the public, it is essential to the public interest 
that some reserve be maintained for post-war requirements. 
Otherwise, there will be a bone-dry period following the war, 
or the public will be compelled to drink green, unpalatable 
whiskey. Since the entire whiskey stocks now available are al- 
ready dangerously lower than normal inventory needs, the re- 
serving of not less than 100 million gallons is imperative, even 
though entirely inadequate. 


How much, therefore, is really available until pro- 
duction is resumed? * 


About 203,000,000 proof gallons. 


And it must be made clear that the only reason there 
is legal whiskey at all, is because whiskey must be 
aged before it is suitable for consumption. It cannot be 
made today and sold tomorrow like most other prod- 
ucts. If it could, the country would have been bone-dry 


months ago because there would have been no reason 
for a stock. Never was the old adage more applicable 


—‘‘you can’t have your cake and eat it, too’’.

9. How long would this supply last at the present un- 
* precedented rate of demand aggravated by public 
hoarding, speculation and black market operations?. 


Certainly less than a year. 

All present statements to the effect that there is 
“plenty of pipers for five years’’ are completely false. 
Here’s what would happen if, tomorrow morning each 
individual distiller abandoned his self-imposed ration- 
ing plan and simply accepted all orders. Provided they 

uld get enough bottles, corks, cartons and suffi- 
cient labor, the entire supply would move out about as 
fast as it could be packaged .. . certainly in LESS THAN 
A YEAR. And surely no one could possibly regard this as 
a service to the public, the Government or the industry. 


What has been done to make the available supply 
last? 


For almost a year each distiller has been following a self- 
imposed rationing program. Even so, it is estimated they are 
now bottling and releasing at the annual rate of from 90 and 
100 million gallons of whiskies, compared with an output of 
whiskey of 134,508,954 gallons in the Government fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1943, and 133,277,074 in the preceding fiscal year. 

Though some localities felt the shortage before others, the 
shortage is now universal. The majority of distillers are 
distributing their products fairly and equitably to the various 
markets on the basis of previous purchase records, with due 
allowances for shifts in population. 


Is it true that some of the lower priced brands have 
disappeared from the market? 


Yes. Many rectifiers and small distillers who supplied a large 
art of the low priced brands have exhausted their limited stocks. 
n many cases, among the larger distillers, critical inventory 

positions made it necessary to curtail or eliminate some brands. 

Quite naturally, such distillers sought to protect the continuity 

of their most important brands and these were generally in the 

higher quality brackets. In whiskey, as in many other com- 
modities, consumer demand for higher quality products has 
greatly increased. 


What have distillers done to help maintain O.P.A. 
ceiling prices? 


They have published ceiling prices in their advertisements and 
have admonished the public not to pay more. They have urged 
the trade to cooperate with the Government by maintaining 
ceiling prices. They have urged retailers to displa signs reading: 
“O.P.A. ceiling prices...do not pay more!” They have’ pre- 
pared a series of newspaper advertisements warning the public 
not to buy at black market prices. They have urged the O.P.A. 
to call a conference in Washington of the State Tiquor admini- 
strators for the purpose of urging them to lend their support in 
the enforcement of the O.P.A. price regulations. 


Have distillers raised their prices on whiskey? 


O.P.A. regulations provide that distillers’ prices shall not 
exceed those in effect during March 1942. However, the regu- 
lations do permit the addition of Federal Excise Taxes and 
the elimination of promotional discounts. Just as there are no 
one cent sales of scarce drug items today, nor special sales 
of canned goods, cigarettes and other commodities greatly in 
demand, there are, of course, no cut-rate sales of whiskey. 

Wholesaler and retailer ceiling prices are also governed by 
O.P.A. regulations which provide fhxed profit ceilings. 


Have the distillers requested permission to resume 
the making of whiskey during the war? 


The position of the industry has been that as long as the 
Government requires its entire distilling facilities for the pro- 
duction of war-alcohol, these facilities should be devoted 100% 
to that purpose. When the total facilities are no longer soadaa 


by the Government, the distillers feel that at least a partial 
resumption of the making of whiskey should be pert in 


order to alleviate the critical shortage and its resulting evils. 


1S. Js it true that large distillers ate trying to buy addi- 
tional whiskey, when available? 


Yes. Any large distiller who has his brands and trademarks to 
protect naturally will try to buy any acceptable whiskey which 
may be offered for sale. 

However, the purchase of whiskies by one company from 
another does not increase or decrease, by a single quart, the 
supply available for sale to the consumer. 


Are consumers hoarding whiskey? 


Beyond question, many consumers have bought beyond their 
immediate needs as they have done with other scarce products. 


Has the trade been hoarding whiskey? 


Wholesale stocks are lower than at any time in the last ten 
years. Retail stocks are much lower than normal. Some package 
stores do reserve favorite brands for their regular customers 
thereby avoiding sales to those who might be hoarders, specu- 
lators or black market operators. 


Is there a black market in whiskey? 


There is undoubtedly a black market in whiskey as there is in 
other commodities where a shortage exists and where the 
consumer demand is great, such as nylon hose, butter, beef, 
gasoline. tires, etc. Only public cooperation, tighter regulation, 
more rigorous enforcement...or the resumption of whiskey pro- 
duction...can correct it. 


Are the profits of the distilling industry larger than 
those of other American industries? 


According to a report printed in the New York Journal of 
Commerce of January 15, 1943, the distilling industry ranked 
in 13th position among 16 major industries from the standpoint 
of percentage of profit to sales and likewise in the percentage 
of profit to invested capital. 


Is the shortage of whiskey and higher taxes bringing 
the bootlegger back? 


Yes. The greater the incentive—the greater the temptation. 


Why do distillers continue to advertise their prod- 
ucts when retailers have such meager supplies? 


The trademarks and trade names of a producer are among his 
most valuable ‘assets. The distiller, like other producers, is 
trying to keep his brand names before the public so that they 
will not be forgotten. 


Why is rum and gin more plentiful than whiskey? 


Today rums and gins are imported, largely from the West Indies, 
Mexico and South America. The alcoholic base for these bever- 
ages is distilled from blackstrap molasses and the labels indicate 
that they are products made from cane and not from graia. 


CONCLUSIONS 


1. There is an actite shortage of whiskey. If the present abnormal rate 
of demand were fully satished, the supply would be exhausted in 
less than a year. 


2. Even under the present rationing programs of the individual dis- 
tillers, conditions will become progressively more acute and aggra- 
vated because not a single drop of whiskey sold since October 8, 1942 
is being replaced. The public must realize that its consumption of 
whiskey must be curtailed, as has its consumption of all other scarce 
commodities. 


3. There can be no solution of the present shortage until beverage 
production is resumed. 


4. Black markets and other violations resulting from the shortage of 
liquor are condemned by the responsible members of the industry 
just as severely as they are by enforcement officials, 


We know of no other industry in America which is devoting 
its production facilities 100% to war work...is accounting 
for over I billion dollars in Federal and State taxes annually 
-.-.and, at the same time, is filling some portion of the 
current demands of its customers. When you consider all 
these facts, isn’t it fair to ask your understanding and 
cooperation under the present difficult conditions?

6 6 YHAVE lived through a good 
[many medical fads,” said my 
old friend, Dr. Adrian Gibbs. 
“And I have come to the conclu- 
sion that a scientific physician is 
a real rarity. Most of them prac- 
tice by ear. They hear about some- 
thing ata lunch table and begin to 
use it. 

“My first fad was the strychnine 
fad. When I started to practice 
medicine strychnine was the drug 
every doctor had to. give every 
patient. What has become of that? 
I haven’t heard of a dose of 
strychnine being given for 20 
years. 

“Then. there was allergy, then 
the endocrines, then vitamins, and 
now it is the sulfa drugs. 

x * * 


“NOT THAT THESE things are 
not all right in their place. We 
need vitamins and most of us get 
enough in our food, But to dish 
out a handful of vitamin tablets to 
anybody whether they have ar- 
thritis or pyorrhoea or bad eye- 
sight without making any kind of 
examination or considering what 
would be wise for the patient is 
neither science nor sense. 

“The same thing is happening 
with the sulfa drugs. They are 
very valuable, even magical, in 
their action on certain diseases. 
But the number of those diseases 
is limited. And to use them any 
which way. for any old thing is 
not only unfair to the patient, but 
may be downright dangerous. 

“One of the latest ways I notice 
they are using them is as a nasal 
spray. One report says this method 
is good in certain forms of chronic 
sinus disease. And another that 
the sprays are good for common 
cold. Other reports say they are 
no good for any of these things. 
All the reports are from equally 
eminent men. 


x * * 

“WHAT CAN YOU believe? Per- 
haps they are good for certain 
forms of chronic sinus disease. The 
chances that they would be any 
good for the common cold are very 
faint, because the cold is due to 
a virus, 

“Also, they may be dangerous, I 
see a report of a woman who self- 
dosed herself over a period of 
weeks with sulfathiazole ointment, 
applying it to a fissure at the 
corner of her nose. She died and 
it was found she had sulfathiazole 
crystals all through her kidneys. 

“Then I see that use of sufa- 
thiazole tablets is helpful in pyor- 
rhoea, Also in Vincent’s infection 
of the tonsils and so-called trench 
mouth, which is really Vincent’s 
infection, a form of ‘pyorrhoea. 
There may be more sense in that 
and one is glad to see careful ex- 
periments carried on, but I would 
not rush into such practice until 
it is better established.” 


They Never Lost Hope

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Dec. 5. 


T. THOMAS DUDLEY HAR- 
MON, University of Michigan's 
former All-America halfback, 
never gave up on the gridiron. 
Nor have Tom’s aged parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Louis A. Harmon, 
2200 Vinewood avenue, Ann Arbor, 
faltered in courage despite the fact 
that twice in the last six months 
they have received that dreaded 
telegram from the War Depart- 
ment which starts, “We regret to 
inform you... 


Twice Tommy has crashed in 
fighting ships of the American Air 
Force. He was lost for four days 
and four nights in the wild South 
American jungles of Butch Guiana 
last April, and was the only surviv- 
or of a bomber’s crew of six men 
which crashed. 

More recently Lieut. Harmon was 
shot down by a Jap Zero Oct. 30 
in a fighter. plane after a dive- 
bombing attack on Kiukiang, a 
Yangtze River port in China. It 
was not until Nov. 30 that word 
from the Fourteenth Air Force 
headquarters in China reported that 
Lieut. Harmon was safe and mak- 
ing his way back to that base. 

Not once during the two trying 
ordeals did Lieut. Harmon’s par- 
ents ever give up hop2. The father, 
Louis Harmon, is 70. The mother 
is 65. During both periods when 
their son was reported “missing in 
action,” the parents never missed 
a morning of attending early mass 
at the St. Mary’s Catholic student 
chapel to pray for his return. ~ It 
was at this chapel that Tom had 
worshiped as a student. 

“We never once gave up hope 
and were prepared to wait even 
longer for good news,” said the 
elder Harmon when he was in- 
formed that “Tom had scored 
again” after being missing the 
last time for a month. 

It was Tam’s father who stated 
after the first crash, “I knew all 
along that he would come 
through.” 

The soft spoken mother said 
simply. “Thank God,” when she 
learned her son was safe last April. 
After the most recent good news 
reached her, Mrs, Harmon mur- 
mured “Thank God—again.” 

Even before the last good news 
arrived, ‘Mom” (as Tom calis her) 
said ‘Tom is strong and resource- 
ful and we are confident he will 
come back. He knows how to 
take care of himself and we feel 
there is a very good possibility we 
will hear good news soon.” — 

The confidence that Mr, and 
Mrs. Harmon have in their son is 
shared by the entire family, which 
includes one brother in service, 
Lieut. William E. (Gene) Harmon, 
Cochran Field, Ga. Two other 
brothers, Harold J. of Akron, O., 
and Louis A. (Bud) of Detroit are 
both in war work. 

Two sisters, Mrs. Bertram Jen- 


sen and Mrs. James Considine of 
Gary, Ind., are equally confident 
that “Brother Tommy will take 
care of himself.”

LAYING according to the per 
P centages is a good, idea—but 
only when there is no better” 
guide.

East, in with 
the blank ace, could have struck a 
mighty blow for his side if he had

. returned a diamond, but there was 


no way of his knowing that West 
could ruff, and it seemed a better 
idea to force declarer again in 
clubs, 


South ruffed East's club return, 
cashed the king of trumps, and led 
the trump jack. 
now that he could count declarer’s 
trump suit, he did not make the 
mistake of leading another club, 
thus allowing declarer to ruff, draw 
West's last trump, and then run the 
diamonds, Instead, West exited 
with the spade 10. Dummy won, 
but now declarer was faced with 
the proposition of re-entering his 
own hand to draw West's last 
trump. That looked easy enough. 
Diamonds had not yet been 
touched; surely, West must have 
at least one diamond. S8o0 South 
led a diamond to his ace, and 
West ruffed for the setting trick. 


It was hard luck to find West 
void of diamonds, but the fact re- 
mains that declarer would have 
been on safer ground to ruff a 
spade as entry to his own hand. 
The only thing that could make a 
third lead of spades dangerous was 
if West was now out of the suit, 
but for that to be possible, East 
would have had to start with five 
spades headed by the queen and 
jack, with the blank ace of hearts 
outside. Was it conceivable that 
with that holding East would have 
failed to bid one spade over, North's 
one diamond? Absolutely not!

WASHINGTON, SUNDAY.— 
SPENT an hour Friday morn- 
| ine going over housing condi- 
tions in the District of Colum- 
bia’s section for poorer people, 
among whom are large numbers 
of our colored population. I must 
say I was appalled by some of the 
things I learned. The population 
of the district has greatly in- 
creased and the colored group has 
increased along with the whites. 
In fact, more colored people have 
come, The number of houses avail- 
able to the poorer people has been 
so curtailed by the condemnation 
of land in the poorer sections for 
the erection of public buildings or 
military roads, that there are ac- 
tually less housing units and 
rooms available than there were 
before the increase in population 
began. 

Real estate interests are mak- 
ing a very definite effort, I am 
told, to curtail the activities of 
Government housing. Yet it is im- 
possible for commercial real es- 
tate operators to build adequate 
housing for people of very low in- 
comes. It seems a rather dog-in- 
the-manger attitude. If the inter- 
ests of a few selfish people pre- 
vail against the interests of a 
great many people, we are going 
to have sium conditions and in- 
adequate housing all over this 
country. These fead to health con- 
ditions that are a menace, not only 
to the poorer people, but to all the 
people of the community.
